If anything were needed to strengthen our appeal to Christians to unite 
together in prayer, it might be found in the threatening character of the days in 
which we live—threatening not only in relation to the interests of evangelical 
truth, but even as to the very foundations of society. The alarming increase of 
strikes, the prevalence of discontent among all classes, serious manifestations of 
insubordination among those to whom society naturally looks for protection, the 
increase of rationalism, lawlessness, and infidelity, and the alarming progress of 
Rome and its precursor Ritualism, all tend to warn Christians that “‘ the founda- 
tions of the world are out of course.” Happy are they who are citizens of “a 
better country that is an heavenly,” of whom “God is not ashamed to be called 
their God, for He hath prepared for them a city.” Let them not be ashamed 
therefore to own their fellow-citizens, and to gather together with them to seek 
their God in prayer and praise, as warnings of coming judgments begin to appear 
upon the horizon, as well as hopeful signs of the Advent of the coming Saviour, 


The arrangements are progressing for the two approaching Conferences—the 
great International one to be held (p.v.) at Florence next year immediately after 
Easter (March 29th), and the nearer and smaller gathering which it is intended 
to hold at Manchester in the middle of October (14—17). As to the former our 
readers may have been struck by the kind wofds of the King of Italy reported in 
our last number, in which, while appreciating the motives which led the Alliance 
to avoid creating any possible embarrassment for the Government by holding a 
meeting of the Evangelical Alliance at Rome, his Majesty yet added that there 
‘was no reason why they should not have come to Rome. He also said “ Let 
them be welcomed.” For a Roman Catholic Sovereign to welcome to his capital a 
Conference of united Protestants speaks favourably for his liberality, and should 
draw forth from them many prayers for his spiritual as well as temporal welfare. 


The Russian Government have promptly disavowed the purpose attributed to 
them by the best authorities to carry out a wholesale persecution of the Jews. 
Perhaps it would be more correct to say they have retracted their intention to do 
so, owing to the storm of protests which the publication of this mtention drew 
forth in all civilized countries. How long they will continue in this frame of 
mind it is hard to say. In the meantime many of the Jews seem acting upon 
the principle “ forewarned is forearmed,” and are seeking homes in other and 
more friendly countries. They are, however, by no means welcome guests any- 
where, and it ‘may be that their superiority to all other nations in commercial 
ability and financial power may tend to raise against them hereafter such 
jealousy and dislike as may eventually send them back to the land of their fathers, 


to which, it would appear from prophecy, they must in God’s own time return.
